TUSKEGEE, Ala. (AP) - 


The mayor of Notasulga, Ala., 
who turned away six Negroes 
rom a white school Wednesday, 
said today he will abide by a 
court order if an injunction is 
ssued prohibiting him from in- 
terfering with their enrollment. 


Mayor James Rea said he 


had no intention of defying any 
court order after he was served 
with a summons to appear Fri- 
day before a federal judge at 
an injunction hearing. 


He explained again that he 


jarred the Negroes Wednesday 
from Notasulga High because 
admitting them would have ov- 
er-crowded the school building 
in violation of a 10-day-old fire 
safety ordinance. 


Rea has been ordered to ap- 


pear at 10 a.m. Friday before 
U.S. 
District Judge Frank M. 


Johnson Jr., who already had 
directed that the six Negroes be 
admitted to Notasulga oecause 
of a school closing at Tuskegee. 


"Frankly, I still feel our or- 


dinance is valid," Rea said. 


The ordinance adopted Jan. 


27 by the City Council prohibits 
filling public buildings beyond 
a capacity to be determined by 
the fire safety inspector—Rea. 


The mayor said he hoped the 


town's white and Negro schools 
would reopen Monday. A fire 
in the water works filter sys- 
tem Wednesday night resulted 
in a water shortage that caused 
school 
officials to close the 


schools. 


A state fire marshal, Tom 


Hall of Montgomery, said the 
fire apparently was accidental, 
resulting from electrical wir- 
ing defects.

ers. Armored units and Ameri- 
can helicopters were alerted for 
a battle to recover the town. 


—A Communist assault force 


captured .an outpost in the Me- 
kong River delta and theln vir- 
tually wiped out a relief column 
sent to reinforce the garrison. 


—A Red battalion that appar- 


ently slipped across the frontier 
from neutral 
Cambodia 
by 


night seized five villages in the 
area of Go Dau Ha, 40 miles 
northwest of Saigon, and bat- 
tled savagely against govern- 
ment counterattacks. 


—Forty 
persons 
were 
be- 


lieved to have been either killed 
or wounded in a Communist at- 
tack on Vi Thanh, capital of 
Chuong Thien Province, at Viet 
Nam's southern tip. 


The Communist onslaughts in- 


dicated that reaction to the 
coup that installed Maj. Gen. 
Nguyen Khanh as South Viet 
Nam's new strong man was go- 
ing into high gear.

Market Climb 
Brings Wall 
St. Jitters

NEW YORK (AP)-The stock 


market's long climb back from 
its 1962 lows and particularly 
the marked rise since President 
Johnson took over the reins now 
finds almost as many Wall 
Street people jittery as in the 
ranks of the bulls. 


The optimists say the popular- 


stock price indexes will climb 
to still loftier records. 


The jittery folk say there are 


three big reasons for stock 
traders to watch their step just 
now: 


—Prices have climbed so .long 


they are ripe for a reaction. 


—Many days recently when 


the popular indexes of blue chip 
stocks were setting a new high, 
on the market in general there 
were more stocks declining than 
advancing. 


—Striking price rises in cer- 


tain favored issues tend to hide 
that many others, and even 
whole industries, are still well 
below the highs they reached in 
1961. 


All this adds up to the present 


market performance being — to 
use the experts' favored word- 
selective. 
Some 
stocks 
look 


lamorous—some don't. Buyers 
of certain issues can 
brag 


of good price gains—buyers of 
others have nothing to brag 
about, and some have losses to 
mourn. 


The record of the economy is 


just as mixed. 


Some industries are pushing 


to new highs in production and 
earnings. Others are well along 
on the. comeback trail from the 
1960-61 recession but still have 
a way to go. And some are still 
among the laggards. 


Many Americans, however, 


color their views more on what 
the stock market does day by 
day than on the duller economic 
statistics. 


And the long rise in stock 


prices — together with bullish 
expectations for coming weeks 
—doubtless has added a big 
share to the general confidence 
with which most Americans are 
said to view the prospects for 
1964. 


That is why any setback in 


the market—even if dismissed 
by the experts as a technical re- 
action—might pull more weight 
than perhaps it should in affect- 
ing consumer and business con- 
fidence. 


No one is forecasting another 


crash like that of 1962. In fact, 
stock brokers point out that for 
many blue chips the 1963 rise in 
earnings was greater than the 
rise in the prices of the stock 
themselves. 


Whatever might happen to to- 


day's 
speculative 
favorites, 


brokers insist that the values of 
blue chip investments are on a 
sounder ba,?is than they were in

The coalition of Republicans 
md Democrats put together % 
he House leaders of each par-, 
y scored its biggest victory

>roved with only minor changes 
he key public accommodations 
section of the 10-part bill. 


The provision, which, along 


with the rest of the bill faces a 
tough time in the Senate, would 
>revent discrimination against 
Negroes by eating; lodging or 
entertainment establishments. 


A 153-68 vote against

amendment by Rep. George 
Deader drastically limited the ef 
"ect 
of the provision, climaxed 


a long day of frustration for 
Southern opponents and touched 
off the first real display of bit- 
er sectional feeling since de- 
bate started Friday. 


Rep. Paul C. Jones, D-Mo., 
houting, "The old steamroller 
s rolling," accused the leader- 
ship of shutting off attempts to 
alter the bill by putting up a 
united front against any and all 
amendments. 


And Reps. Edward J. Patten, 


3-N.J., and George Andrews, 
D-Ala;,, engaged in a-shouting 
argument sparked by Patten's 
remark 
that Southern 
argu- 


ments he has been listening to 
all week "make me sick;'? 


Andrews grabbed a second 


microphone and said he hoped 
Patten would support ah amend- 
ment to pay the costs of moving 
Negroes from the South to New 
Jersey, and Patten assured him 
he would. 


"We're glad to have your as- 


sets," he told Andrews. "We 
make use of our citizens in New 
Jersey. We'll take yours. We 
love our fellow men." 


In all, 22 amendments were 


offered to the public accommo- 
dations section, 18 of them by 
Southerners. Only three were 
adopted, being accepted with- 
out opposition by Reps. Emanu-

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Survivors Say 
Metal Object 
Rammed Ship 


EUREKA, Calif. (AP) - The 


11 survivors of the dramatic 
rescue from the sinking yacht 
Hattie D early Wednesday off 
the California coast, insisted to- 
day that the craft was rammed 
by a metal object. 


"I don't care how deep it 


was." said crewman Carl John- 
son, "what holed us was steel 
arid a long piece. There was no 
give to it at all." Johnson re- 
ferred to the ocean's 7,800-foot 
depth in the area where the 
sinking occurred. 


A Coast Guard helicopter, dip 


ping between waves 30 feet high 
hoisted 10 men, the captain's 
wife and a German shepherc 
puppy from the pitching deck of 
the disabled Seattle yacht. 


The Hattie D, a converted 


Navy search and rescue craft, 
sank 25 miles off the coast of 
Cape Menciocino. 


There was speculation follow- 


ing the rescue that the yacht 
had struck a giant log. Other 
crewmen, however, agreed with 
Johnson. 


"I think the Navy should start 


checking to see if they lost a 
submarine," 
Johnson 
added. 


"Maybe they ought to see if 
anyone else has lost one, too." 


The sinking ended a trip that 


began Jan. 24 at Seattle. The 
yacht left Neah Bay on the 
Washington coast headed for 
California last Sunday: Early 
Wednesday, the Hattie D struck 
an object off the rugged coast 
of Cape Mendocino. 


The boat had been chartered 


by Wallace Rutherford. She was 
skippered by Charles Orcutt, 60. 


For five hours, the crew hud- 


dled in the main cabin and wait- 
ed for help to come. Porty-mile- 
an-hour winds made it impossi- 
ble to launch life boats. 


"All of the crew were wearing 


life, jackets," said crewman A. 
J. Raiffe, "but little good they'd 
have been in that sea."

Sex Helping 
Battle on 
Insects 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Agri- 


culture's newest weapon against 
crop and livestock insect pests 
—sexual sterilization — appears 
to be helping man win a spec- 
tacular battle in the Southwest. 


This weapon has been direct- 


ed since 1959 at an infestation 
of the screwworm in parts of 
Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and Louisiana. This 
insect is a century-old pest of 
that region, having been known 
in Texas since 1843, 


It can cause death to ani- 


mals. The government said that 
before the start of the current 
eradicatipn program, 
farmers 


lost as much as $100 million a 
year in livestock. 


Under 
the 
new program, 


sterile male screwworm flies 
are released by airplanes in the 
infested areas. Eggs produced 
from their matings with native 
female 
flies 
will not 
hatch, 


leading, officials hope, to the 
eventual self-annihilation of hte 
screwworm population. 


During the last five weeks 


only one case of screwworm in- 
festation of an animal has been 
reported. Officials said there 
has been a reduction of 97 per

Hurts County

BATESVILLE, Ark. (AP) - 


House Committee action killing 
the federal food stamp plan wiH 
work a severe hardship on In- 
dependence County, the only Ar- 
kansas area where the pilot pro- 
gram is operated. 


This is the opinion of county 


officials, 
recipients 
of 
the 


stamps and merchants. 


"The 
stamp program 
has 


satisfied everybody," says Coun- 
ty Judge William Wood. "It's 
doing much better than expect- 
ed and been increasing several 
months. Several hundred folks 
arc in on the program now." 


The program won't be halted 


immediately but when it is 
dropped, Independence County

"We have an old shack down 


on the county yard that we have 
rented out," Wood said. "When 
the pilot program started, we 
had three or four little old build- 
ings on the county yard we 
bought for the commodities. But 
they're in bad condition." 


"I can't even find a place to 


rent," he added. 


When the program was first, 


started in April of last year, 1,- 
153 persons benefited at a cost 
of $6,798. At the last monthly 
report, Dec. 31, 1963, there were 


the cost of the program that 
month was $6,746. 


Proponents claim the stamp 


plan increases the demand for 
foods that would otherwise add 
to the nation's surolus and that 
it injects needed money into re- 
tail economy at the local level. 


Wood said merchants like the

Sherwood's "Abe Lincoln in II- 
inois," first produced almost 30 
•ears ago, has lost nolle of its 
hipact, timeliness arid poignan- 
y over the years. 
The 1938 play, adapted to 90 


minutes of television was pre- 
sented by NBC Wednesday night 
with reverence for the original. 
Jason Robards Jr. played the 
brooding character of Lincoln 
with great sensitivity and au- 
hority. Kate Reid's develop- 
ment of Mary Todd from viva- 
cious and high spirited girl to a 
nagging explosive shrew was 
done so well that she kept the 
sympathy of the viewer from the 
disturbed woman, 


The necessity of adjusting the 


Sherwood play to television's 
rigid time requirements resulted 
'n a more shallow portrait of 
Lincoln during those formative 
years in Illinois. There just 
wasn't time to cover the events 
of the 30 years up to i860 and 
;till really plumb the mind and 
soul of the unhappy tortured 
man who was so reluctant to ac- 
cept his destiny. 


But it was altogether an im- 


pressive and enlightening theat- 
rical experience. As in all "Hall 
of Fame" specials, the produc- 
;ion was magnificent in the rich- 
ness and authenticity of its de- 
tail. 


The one glaring weakness of 
he adaptation was the inade- 
quate motivation that drew Lin- 


oln back to Mary Todd after he 
had literally run away from her 
on their wedding eve. 


Ever since the three major

against him, Peking implies the 
Soviet premier and his European 
Communists should 
let 
Red 


China lead the revolution in 
Asia and Africa. 


Khrushchev, who once prom- 


ised to bury the West's social 
system, himself is going to be 
buried 
by 
the revolutionary 


movement, said Peking in its 
latest broadside. 


The attack accused 
Khru- 


shchev of encouraging an "anti- 
party group" inside the Chinese 
party. The use of this phrase- 
coined by Khrushchev—is tinged 
with sarcasm. 


The Chinese party never had 


a violent purge in the old Soviet 
style. If it had purges it avoided 
advertising them. But there is 
a hint in the use of the term 
"antiparty" that Mao Tze-tung 
handled resistance to his poli- 
cies within his own Politburo in 
the only way Communists seem 


able to deal with differences of 
opinion. 


Ft is widely known that Khru- 


shchev opposed Mao's attempt 
to launch Red China on the 
"great leap 
forward." 
Khru- 


shchev applauded those in the 
Peking leadership—like Marshal 
Peng Teh-huai. an old comrade 
of Mao—who resisted the great 
leap. 


The experiment with the great 


leap and people's communes — 
abandoned as a 
failure — is 


known to have caused trouble 
in 
the 
Communist 
Chinese 


army. Some officers feared it 
meant an end to Soviet military 
aid. 
Others resented expansion 


of the Chinese militia and the 
use of regular army soldiers as 
laborers. 


Peng Teh-huai eventually was 


removed as defense minister 
and tossed off the Politburo. He 
has disappeared 
from 
public 


view. 


The difference of opinion over 


China's internal policies was a 
root cause of the ideological 
split with the Kremlin. 


Now the Chinese are begin- 


ning to sound like a party about 
to go its own way. and even to 
assert its undisputed sway over 
the revolution in Asia and Afri- 
ca, on the ground that Khru- 
shchev and his supporters have 
forfeited their claim to leader- 
ship. 


They deny that Khrushchev 


has any right to unchallenged 
leadership in the first place. 
The Chinese indicate it was 
their understanding that in this

for a treat, not too sweet. Wrap in transparent saran or aluminum 
foil.

.* BROOKS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Tex. (AP)—An orbiting astro- 
naut can spy effectively on ene- 
my territory with the unaided 
eye, a team of Air Force ophthal 
mologists reported today. 


The group from 
the Aero- 


space Medical Division, told a 
space medicine conference here 
that the finding was based on 
studies of visual reports of six 
American astronauts who rock- 
^ted into space. 


The paper, presented by Maj. 


William B. Clark, said that with 
proper reconnaissance training, 
military space pilots could read- 
ily spot missile bases, encamp- 
ments, troop movements and 
"unsuspected targets of oppor- 
tunity" from their 100-mile-high 
outposts. 


"Specific definition of man's 


^maximum visual capabilities in 
"pace will be one of the most 
militarily 
significant 
achieve- 


ments in future orbital flights," 
the paper said. 


The report leaned heavily on 


the remarkable accounts given 
by Maj. Leroy Gordon Cooper 
Jr. after his 22-orbit flight last 
may. 


Cooper said he clearly saw 


houses and streets in the Him- 
tylaya mountains, on the plains 
of Tibet and in the southwest 
United States. He said he sight- 
ed a vehicle moving on a road, 
a boat on a river and a steam 
locomotive on a track. 


Some doctors doubted Cooper. 


They said such sighting from 
his altitude was beyond the ca- 
pability of Ihe human eye. Some 
said the astronaut must have 
.suffered hallucinations. 
** The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration assigned 
a five-man team of experts to 
determine if Cooper did see ob- 
jects on earth with such clarity. 
It concluded that he did.

concurred.

0'olves intellect and experience 


as well as optics. We can rec- 
ognize close friends at greater 
distances than casual acquaint- 
ances.

$2 broker—exchange member 


who executes orders on the 
floor for other brokers busy 
with other orders or for firms 
whose member broker isn't on 
hand.

the total receipts for the 14 
counties by $20,000 a year for 
50 years.

National Forest Service fought 
in 1963, north of Mena, burned

private timberland within the 
forest, he said. It will be 20 
years before the burned areas 
can produce pulpwood, and half 
a century before high grade 
sawtimber can be cut.

last Wednesday as cerebral ede- 
ma—a swelling of the brain by 
fluids. Said Coroner James S. 
Bird in his report: 


"The case will be signed out 


as an accidental death. The 
combination of alcohol, seconal, 
Librium* and Sparine produced 
together the total effects the 
depressants had on the central 
nervous system with the high 
level of alcohol being the ma- 
jor factor." 


Seconal is a barbiturate; Lib- 


rium a tranquilizer and Sparine 
a drug that quiets the central 
nervous system. 


Ladd, 50, thought he was mis- 


:ast as a movie star — even 
;hough he was one of the most 
successful box office stars in 
history. 


Once when he was getting 


125,000 a week at Warner Bros 
he glanced up at a stage hand 
working on a railing above the 
set. 


"You know," he reflected, 
'I used to do that during the 
Depression for $42.50 a week 
and they were happy days."
